Trade expands 


After 1964, South Africa and 
France quickly overcame their in- 
itial’ unease with each other. Be- 
fore long, trade was expanding, 
business connections were multiply- 
ing, delegations were hurrying 
back and forth; South African Ca- 
binet Ministers were being enter- 
tained in Paris and vice versa; 2

France has not escaped the 
wrath of certain African states. 
In October last year, President 
Julius Nyerere of Tanzania sharp- 
ly criticsed France for its arms 
sales, observing that “‘to France 
the obligations of friendship and 
peace go only one way.” President 
Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia, τῷ 
October last year, had an hour- 
Yong talk with the French Presi- 
dent, Mr. Pompidou, and emerged 
from it to tell a press conference: 
“I would like to thank the French 
Government for the very important 
step they intend to take, not to 
renew their contract to supply heli- 
copters to racist South Africa.” 
The French newspaper, “Le Monde” 
warned President Kaunda that his 
satisfaction with President Pompl- 
dou’s a&surances was “exaggerated” 
and this warning proved to be cor- 
rect. South Africa had plenty of 
helicopters, and did not really need 
any more. Mr. Pompidou gave no 
assurances about the other forms 
of help he was prepared to give 
South Africa. 


Cactus missiles 


A few weeks earlier, “Le Monde" 
had reported that France had de- 
‘cided to spend nearly £30m, on 
purchasing units of the Cactus mis- 
sile system, which had been de- 
veloped for South Africa, to defend 
nuclear bases and other sensitive 
points. South African defence ex- 
perts worked alongside two French

France also sold South Africa,

The next atep by France came 
in the movement towards dialogue 
between the African states and 
South Africa. It appears that this 
move was initiated in Paris by 
French Government officials, as- 
sisted by South Africa's ambasea- 
dor. The first publc step was taken 
by President Houphouet-Boigny of 
the Ivory Coast. A number of other 
French-speaking states in West 
Africa have joined him in the ap- 
peal for dialogue, as have Mada- 
gascar, and some English-speaking 
states, such as Ghana and Uganda 
and, of course, Malawi, 


New ally

In other words costs rose faster 
than productivity, year after year.

In between these 
rather jumpy adjustments of the Is- 
rael pound’s purchasing-power, in- 
direct taxation and subsidisation 
were also rather haphazardly ap- 
plied. 

Distorting effect 

“The distorting effect of this 
system of mea si (lit: a hun- 
dred exchange-rates) needs not be 
enlarged on.” 

Dr. Gaathon continues: “If Gov- 
ernment policy had been directed, 
instead of keeping prices and wage- 
rates stable, at reducing prices and 
reducing nominal wage-rates, our 
economic situation would be better 
in several respects. First, wage- 
earners would not be much worse 
off in réal terms, because a fall 
of one per cent in wages should 
create a decline of 0.8 per cent in 
prices — so that real income would 
fall by only one-fifth of the wage 
cut. 

“Second, the diversion of more 
goods to export would make profits 
fall more than wages. Third, the 
current deterioration in the balance 
of-payments would have been di- 
minished.” 

Prices could fall even if wages 
remain stable, as long as factor

During the past decade the trend 
among Canadian student groups in 
general has been towards decentra- 
lsation and fragmentation, Among 
Jewish students there was a height- 
ened consciousness following the 
Six Day War and small groups 
sprang up across the continent to 
fight Arab and later New Left pro- 
agenda. These and others subse- 
quently transformed themselves into 
study groupa trying to come to 
grips with their Jewish identity or 
simply wishing to learn. The more 
activist tried to democratise and 
influence the organized Jewish com- 
munity, form aliya groups, work 
for Jewish education end Jewish stu- 
dies at the universities and struggie 
for Soviet Jewry. 

Although these groups remain 
very small, thelr output is very 
large and they are very visible with- 
in the Jewish community. This has 
led to exaggerated claims of “a 
renaissance of Jewish values” which 
is not justified. The groups are 50 
small, scattered and diverse that 
there is no concerted thrust in any 
one direction. There is ttle that 
4s authentically creative and many 
of the groups are turned-on to con- 
temporary issues for 4 short period. 

Bick lists the activist groups at 
Toronto universities —- but all these 
groups together comprise not more 
than 100-200 students, out of a total 
Jewish student population in To- 
ronto of over 5,000. This reflects the 
position throughout the country 
where the active groups are doing 
exciting things but represent only 
a minute percentage of the Jewish 
student body. 


Achievement 


The story of ithe concrete 
achievement of one group of dedi- 
cated students at Toronto University 
has been told in the Canadian Jew- 
ish Congress Bulletin by Jeffrey Stutz. 
He relates that under the auspices 
of the B'nai B'rith Hille] Founda- 
tion, a group of interested persons 
established a Jewish Studies Com- 
mittee at the University of Toronto. 
They surveyed Jewish Studies pro- 
grammes at many other North 
American Universities and noted 
thelr, rapid, growth. The conclusion 
was that the time was ripe to in- 
corporate a programme of Jewish 
Studies in the regular curriculum 
of the University of Toronto. Pres- 
sure was put on by Jewish students 
and faculty members, 

Up to that time the University 
had offered.a few courses in bib- 
Heal and medieval Hebrew, history 
and culture of the ancient Middle- 
East and a short course on Juda- 
ism. But, when for the first time 
an introductory course was offered 
in Modern Hebrew, there were 100 
applicants for the 40 places, and 
this justified the enthusiasm of the 
advocates of these extra Jewish 
studies. They pressured professors in 
various faculties and drew up 2 
proposed curriculum of 12 courses 
that could be conducted by existing 
staff. It soon became clear tha’ 
there was no opposition from the 
university authorities, one of whom 
said “We've been waiting for years 
for students to speak up for Jewish 
Studies.”

_ Timna mines progressing 
towards self-sufficienc

EILAT, Timna Copper Mines’ 
annual balance sheet presented this 
month shows a profit before taxes 
of IL4.2m., the company's Managing 
Director, Mr. Uri Wurzburger, an- 


nounced. In spite of a smaller profit — 


than the preceding year, due to 
low prices for copper in the world 
market, the output of ore once 
again passed the million ton merk, 
resulting in the export of just under 
11,000 tons of pure copper cement. 

Progress on the shaft of the new 
Timna 2 underground mine is now 
proceeding satisfactorily, Mr. Wurz- 
burger said, and the German com- 
pany carrying out the project should 
be able to complete the work on 
schedule in 1973, 

Timna’s master plan for devélop- 
ment from mining to smelting and 
refining to clean copper and to the 
eventual manufacture of copper 
plates (half-finished products) 
and finally to the finished products 
of copper tubing, took its first step 
forward recently with the acquisi- 
tion of the Zion Cables Company.

‘Ieraei’s exports to African 
countries ‘are on ‘the increase, 
but she imports little in return. 
There are two ways round this di- 
lemma — that Israel should invest 
in Africa, and that she should help 
market Africa's exports elsewhere, 
according to Mr. Yehoshua Arbel of 
the Alda Trading Company. He was 
‘head of a six-man commercial 
delegation, which returned recent- 
ly from a trip to three central 
African countries: Congo Kinshasa, 
:Zambia and Malawi. 

“It' is difficult for Israel to buy 


; much directly from some of the 


side agencies in world centres,” he 
said. Israel exported $3m. to Congo 
last year, as against $lm. in 1969 


+ and $845,000 in 1968. Imports come 


to $800,000 — though Congo ships 
$500m. of copper abroad per annum. 
“Alda has built a factory mak- 
carbon-paper and typewriter- 
ribbons In Ghana; three factories 
making aluminium, door-and win- 
dow-frames in Ghana, Kenya and 
Uganda respectively (using profiles 
exported by the Alubin Company in 
Israel); one making pes.icides in 
Uganda (using materials from Makh- 
teshim in Beersheba); one making 
pharmaceutics jn Ethiopia, Now we 
shall assernble air-conditioners in 
Congo Kinshasa. They will be a lo- 
eal prodict, as Tadiran has become 
in Israel, and Jet us hope the Congo 
plant develops as Tadiran did.”

Israel can expand her trade with 
Kinshasa.
